Herman Hickman, who is in his se 
Yale University, weighs 293 pounds. This in rsell i aiaell aration 
tary on the coaching profession, for Hickman, c 
tite, his bone structure and his thyroid gland, would eas 
300 pounds if he could lead a life free from worry. He is just naturally 
a big fat fellow and in his present condition—the result of being in the 
middle of a tough season, with a squad beset by the usual troubles 
and a few that seem to have been invented especially to plague Yale 
merely a shadow of his normal self.

In the same vein Hickman con- 
tinued writing anonymous notes 
to his entire first-string eleven, 
the second team and just as many 
bs as might possibly get into 
the game. Then he put the letters 
in envelopes, drove over to Wake 
Forest and mailed them. They 
arrived next day on the North 
Carolina State campus, looking 
so completely hat no- 
body ever caught on. The whole 
team was aroused—but in a way 
that Hickman, not realizing his 
own literary strength, hardly ex- 
pected. "Right then,” he recalls, 
“is when I learned the power of 
the written word. When thegame 
came up my team was scared as 
hell and Wake Forest beat us, 
32-0, Just goes to show that psy- 
chology isn’t everything.” 
When Hickman started his ca- 
reer at Yale last season he en- 
joyeda number of special distine- 
tions. He was one of the youngest 
(36) coaches at a big university. 
He was also by far the heaviest. 
He was the first barefoot boy from 
theSouth to crash the Ivy League 
and wasalso one of the few coach- 
es in modern-day America who 
had to field a team of utter am- 
ateurs. It is a great tribute to the 
purity of football in the Ivy 
League that Coach Hickman in- 
herited a first-string line that av- 
eraged only about 185 pounds 
from end to end—and this in a 
game where a 200-pound tackle 
is now considered skinny.

Well, the fig- 
ures in our series are going to impress you 
when you see them all together. We're going 
to earn more money, eat better food, live in 
better homes and take longer vacations in 
the next 10 years than ever before. By 1960 
we'll be spending $6.9 billion more a year 
than we do now for food, $5.3 billion more 
for homes and home equipment, $2 billion 
more for recreation. nd as you know, 
this isn’t just an advertising come-on,” he 
continued. “It’s solid stuff. We got these fi 
ures from a bunch of conservative econo- 
mists who’ve made a study for the 20th Cen- 
tury Fund. Nobody can quarrel with the 
source. But if people want further proof, 
we can show them the book by the Brook- 
ings Institution’s conservative Dr. Harold 
Moulton. He considers it a sober possibility 
that the U.S. will eventually support a pop- 
ulation of 300 million living at ‘standards 
eight times as high as those of 1949.” 

“Dr. Moulton is probably right,” we said 
to our visitor. “In any case, the whole darned 
country seems optimistic at the moment. 
Down in Wall Street there’s a real bullish 
mood. Just to check on Wall Street’s abilit 
to take the popular pulse we sent a bunch of 
queries to our bureaus, We got back a lot of 
surprising answers. In Detroit there’s a feel- 
ing that the old saturation point for car sales 
no longer holds. A Ford vice president argues 
that a good sales force could move 14 million 
new cars in the next 15 months if only they 
could be manufactured. It seems that school 
kids are heavy purchasers of secondhand 
cars. This means that the two-car family is 
becoming the three-car family. And it isn’t 
just that people are putting all their dough 
into cars. They uying houses too; the 
housing boom picked up again in September. 
Every region seems full of optimism. Out in 
the Rockies they’re burbling about new oil 
wells in Wyoming, new uranium deposits in 
western Colorado. Even Pittsburgh is con- 
soling itself with the fact that steel orders 
will be plentiful after the strike is over.” 


“You sound like my department,” the 
promotion man said, his grin wider than ever. 

“Maybe that’s true,” we said. “But there's" 
something that has been puzzling me about 
our optimism. It isn’t that the stock market 
continues to rise in the middle of a steel 
strike. What's bothersome is that good econ- 
omists like Dr. Edwin Nourse fear we're in 
danger of ruining the national credit. If we 
go on piling up government deficits year 
after year we'll get that $300 billion national 
income, and it won’t be anything but de- 
bauched inflationary paper.” 

The advertising-promotion man_ grinned 
again. “That's where you come in,” he said, 
“What are editorial writers for if not to pro- 
voke some real hard thinking about sensible 
policies? The $300 billion economy—at unin- 
flated paper values—won't come into being 
automatically; we've all got to work at it.” 

“The trouble is,” we said, “that almost all 
of us are doing something that may keep the 
bright future from coming to pass. We live 
in an age of pressure groups. Businessmen, 
workers, farmers~all of us are getting (or 
hoping to get) something for nothing. The 
milkmen want a protected field for butter 
against margarine. The turpentine men of 
the South want their prices underwritten. 
The world’s richest farmers, men who go to 
town in private airplanes, insist on crop sup- 

at 90% of parity. People want a Phole 
variety of social services that depend on high 
taxes, Businessmen continue to want spe- 
cial protection against the hazards of com- 
petition. We are busy with direct or indirect 
raids on the U.S. Treasury. You can’t blame 
Congress for spending money, and you can’t 
blame Truman, You’ve got to blame the peo- 
ple who put pressure on the boys. 

“Well,” we said, pausing for breath, “this 
may sound like a sermon that is inconsistent 
with certain aspects of our editorial stand. 
Lire believes in helping those who can’t help 
themselves. It believes that a prosperous 
U.S. depends on a world that is doing some- 
thing better than just rocking along in mis- 
ery. Since we're for a national budget that 
includes the Marshall Plan and military as- 
sistance to Western Europe and base-line 
aids to people who are in trouble, we can’t 
take a hifalutin moral position about the 
$5 billion national deficit that’s coming up 
for fiscal 1950. We're not for rigid annual 
balancing of the budget anyway, and the 
recession we had last spring may he ex- 
cuse for the deficit we're having now. All we 

y is that the budget must be balanced over 
a cycle of years. And it must be balanced 
without taxing incentives out of existence. 
We're going to have to make economic risk 
attractive once more if we are going to reach 
that $300 billion economy.” 

“Bravo!” said the promotion man. “You 
figure out a good tax program in some future 
editorial, and we'll go on running ads to show 
the U.S. just how rich it can be if it acts sensi- 
bly.

This beaming little man, wearing the smock and old broad chapeau of 
a poultry porter in Paris’ great central market, is showing off his latest 
honor: a French award making him Officer of the Order of Social Merit. 
‘At 60, M: Lesur won that rank because he is France’s leading blood do- 
nor. Since 1933 he has given (or sold at small fees) 135 pints, enough to 
empty his own bloodstream about 10 times. The 19 medals pinned on 
his sturdy chest, and the diplomas behind him, are other reminders of 
the gratitude of French and Belgian officialdom and medical societies. 
Despite the drain on his strength, M. Lesur is still robust and intends 
to go right on with blood-letting. But he will probably never equal the 
world’s record set by Edward (“Spike”) Howard (Lire, Feb. 28, 1938) 
of Philadelphia, who gave 1,100 pints before he died at the age of 68.

The most revolutionary development to date in the 
USS. dairy industry is a new canning process whereby 
milk can be kept fresh for months without refrigera- 
tion, This long-sought solution to the industry's vast 
shipping and delivery problem is being tested on a farm 
at Valparaiso, Ind., where two veteran dairymen have 
built a machine that pumps milk straight from cow to 
can (below). Protected from germ-laden air, the milk re- 
mains pure indefinitely inside its sealed container. After 


CANNING PROCESS, continuous from cow to container, begins when milk passes 
from the milking machine into main tank. Pump sends it through homogenizer and 


being stored for nine weeks at room temperature, sam- 
ples from early batches tasted fresher than bottled milk. 

Because the canned milk will be cheap to ship and store 
housewives presumably will pay less for it and farmers 
will be paid more. Transportation tie-ups will cause nei- 
ther spoilage nor shortage. It will be some time, however, 
before consumers and producers will reap the benefits 
of milk in cans. The process must be revamped and new 
plants built which are equipped for mass production.

Previous attempts to can fresh milk have always failed because the 
equipment was not sufficiently airtight. Airborne bacteria multiplied 
and turned the milk sour inside the cans, while the prolonged heating 
during pasteurization decomposed it still more. The new method keeps 
it completely pure and sterilizes it with a new kind of pasteurizing unit 
(below) which heats and cools it so quickly that it does not have time 
to deteriorate. 

Fresh canned milk is much more easily digested than ordinary pas- 
teurized milk. It retains its original Vitamin C content at nearly full 
strength for weeks after it is canned while bottled milk loses it within 
48 hours. As to its economic advantages, they will depend partly on the 
expense of large-scale canning, which has still not been determined. 
However the gradual elimination of special railway cars, tank trucks, 
cold-storage facilities and house-to-house distribution could reduce the 
cost of handling milk from the present 5¢ per quart to'about one cent,

NEHRU IN THE U.S. 


Everybody from the President to a taxi driver 


takes part in grand welcome for India’s premier

Prime Minister of India, was busy receiving a U.S. welcome 
that for variety, quantity and simple anxiety to please was 
probably unmatched in the history of American hospitality. It 
was partly a tribute to the rising power and independence of his 
nation in world affairs; but it was also a tribute to a personality 
whose reputation for suavity, culture and refinement of mind

great national leaders. Congressmen polished up their best oratory External Affairs, L. B. Pearson (lef) 
and one of them even murmured poetic phrases from Tennyson 
and Elizabeth Barrett Browning. Officials of the State Depart- 
ment acted as though they were walking on eggs and did consider- 
able worrying lest Nehru’s hosts attempt to match his cultivated 
Cambridge accent instead of relaxing and acting like plain home- 
spun Americans. Nehru, they had heard, disliked Americans who 
aped the British, Nehru made speeches before both houses of Con- 
gress, visited the Library of Congress and the National Gallery of 
Art, where he admired a Botticelli and a Murillo, inspected the 
State Department and went to a National Press Club dinner. 
Within a few days the ice was broken. The slight, gray, bald- 
headed but young-looking ruler of 337 million Indians allowed un- 
mistakable gleams of pleasure to break through his scholarly re- 
serve. He moved on to New York, where he climbed the Empire 
State Building, got an honorary degree from Columbia University, 
attended dinners with industrialists and literary teas, and spent a 
considerable amount of his time somewhat anxiously roaring around 
in the wake of a huge escort of Mayor O'Dwyer’s motoreycle cops.

O matter how hectic the pressure of official and unofficial cere- 
N monies and dinners became, it was evident that the little Pandit 
could take it and that he was determined to learn as much about 
America and about as many kinds of Americans 
bly cram into his month-long schedule. He talked to the Chas: 
National Bank’s Winthrop Aldrich and to Negro Contralto Mari- 
an Anderson. He spent half an evening with the U.M.W.’s Walter 
Reuther who had come from Detroit to see him. He shook hands 
with Theologian Reinhold Niebuhr and di 
with Oscar Hammerstein II, who offered him the remarkable honor 
of some tickets to South Pacific. Occasionally his face lighted up 
with well-bred astonishment. “I was told,” he remarked quizzical- 
ly to a companion, “that American businessmen were hard-headed. 
I find some of them quite sentimental.” Now and then the Pandit’s 
own strain of Oriental sentimentality came to the surface in a way 
Americans do not ordinarily associate with politicians. “I look into 
the eyes of the people,” he said with characteristic candor, “and 
I see kindness everywhere.” Before Pandit Nehru left New York 
for Boston and Canada, he confessed to only one dissatisfaction, 
and that was over the fact that there were still varieties of Ameri- 
cans he had not yet seen and talked to. 

While Pandit Nehru was busy trying to fathom the contours of 
the U.S. psyche, many U.S. policy-makers and plain citizens were 
trying to fathom Pandit Nehru. That he was one of the most likable 
foreign emissaries who had ever visited this country was obvious. 
But behind the ingratiating spectacle of his visit there lay certain 
cold economic and political questions whose answers might prove 
very important to the immediate future of the world. Nehru, 
though he hardly mentioned such things, was presumably inter-

ested in certain items with which a friendly U.S. could help the 
development of his newly independent India—notably wheat, ma- 
chinery, private capital and industrial know-how. Despite State 
Department silence, the U.S. was quite openly interested in get- 
ting a friendly India on its side in the cold war with Communist 
Russia, The reasons for this interest were evident enough. The 
general breakdown of U.S. policy in China had made it impera- 
tive that we take a stand somewhere else in Asia to help stem the 
advance of world Communism. The geographical position of In- 
dia, lying squarely across the feasible air routes between Europe 
and southeast Asia, combined with its enormous population, its 
area and its comparative political stability to make it a powerful 
and valuable Asiatic friend. Nehru himself, though he had once 
had strong Marxist sympathies and was still inclined toward so- 
cialism, had shown by his stiff treatment of India’s own Commu- 
nist party that he was stubbornly opposed to any meddling by 
the Kremlin in the internal affairs of his country. Would Nehru 
join the free nations of the world in a concrete policy aimed at con- 
taining further Communist aggression? This question was in many 
minds and was, in fact, put squarely up to the Pandit by many 
of the people he talked to. 

Pandit Nehru’s polite and charming answers, which appeared 
in many speeches and private conversations, had a way of chal- 
lenging the conventional ideas of his interlocutors while leaving 
them somewhat in the dark about what he was actually prepared 
to do. It was difficult to pin him down on specific points. But his 
general attitude was expressed roughly as follows: Nehru deplored 
the cold war, which he attributed to a growing “fear complex” 
which he thought might easily plunge the world into a genuine 
war. He deplored the present “colossal expenditure of energy and 
resources on armaments.” He agreed quite frankly that interna- 
tional Communism was an unscrupulous movement whose leaders 
could not be trusted. He even agreed that Communism and cap- 
italism could not long survive together in the same world; but he 
took what seemed a remarkably detached view of the present 
West conflict, indicating that he believed the long-term win- 
ner would be “the society which delivers the goods materially and 
spiritually.” As the foreign minister as well as the prime minister 
of his country, he pointed out that Asia’s problems were not com- 
parable to those of Europe and the U.S. 


Communism vs. imperialism 


HE strength of the Communist appeal in Asia, he said, was part 

of the fervent desire for national independence in peoples who 
were sick and tired of being dominated by European imperial pow- 
ers. His thesis was that once the remaining vestiges of imperial 
domination in Asia were removed, there would be a chance for 
orderly progress—and when that came the machinery of Commu. 
nist organization would wither from disuse. When man’s liberty 
or peace is in danger,” he stated, “we cannot and shall not be neu- 
tral.” But evidently he did not regard Asiatic Communism, at the 
present moment at least, as any overwhelming threat to man’s lib- 
erty. The Communist triumph in China he considers a fait accompli 
and basically more of an agrarian revolt than a Moscow plot. That 
line of thinking, which may be motivated in part by awareness of 
India’s own vast agrarian problem, has already caused him to con- 
sider diplomaticrecognition of China's new Communist government. 

It was easy to understand that Nehru, as a man who has spent 
more than 13 years of his life in jail in the interests of freedom, 
should advocate the removal of the last of less savory aspects of 
Western life from Asia, and from Africa as well. It was not so easy 
to see just what role he and his new-old nation were now seeking 
to establish. To U.S. businessmen, whose capital and know-how 
are desperately needed, Nehru promised government stability 
and reasonable rewards. In the eyes of the peoples of Asia, In- 
dia’s successful fight for self-government, her cultural heritage 
and her geographical position all give her increasing prestige. 
Aware of both worlds, Nehru evidently hoped his country could 
remain friendly and helpful to the West, to the Far East—and 
to Russia as well. This view was not so much isolationist as it was 
detached or neutral. Whether a policy based on it would—or 
could—work was something else again.

Tt was Thomas Edison, who said it would be 
cheaper in the long run, and the wire-ripping 
blizzard of *88 that persuaded New York to 
start putting utility lines underground.

UNDERGROUND NEW YORK conrmucs 


IT BREEDS ODD QUIRKS 
AND BIZARRE BEHAVIOR 


When the idea of building a subway in New York was broached to 
Russell Sage he roared, “Preposterous! New York people will never 
go into a hole in the ground to ride.” 

This was probably the most spectacularly wrong prediction ever 
made by the noted 19th Century financier. Beginning in 1904, New 
Yorkers not only went into holes to ride (today the subways, which 
last week celebrated their 45th anniversary, collect 5 million fares 
daily), but they have gone into holes for almost everything else. New 
York is the most underground-living city in the world. A statistician 
has estimated the average New Yorker spends seven full, 24-hour days 
ar traveling underground. As a result New Yorkers have de- 
veloped an odd morbidity which makes them turn inward toward the 
bowels of the earth, particularly in times of stress, During Prohibi- 
tion’s stress many a tunnel was dug surreptitiously for storage or trans- 
portation of illegal spirits; some years ago the proprietor of a down- 
town bar, finding the tides rising and falling regularly in his basement, 
traced the trouble to a dry-era tunnel which a predecessor had dug to 
reach the Hudson River rum boats. During the World War II anxiety 
the city’s tunnel builders did a considerable business in bomb shelters, 
some of multiple-room size. One well-to-do citizen has had a tunnel 
dug from his home to that of a lady in whom he takes a lively interest. 

These, however, are but the wealthy manifestations of New York’s 
universal claustrophilia. The average subway rider takes 26 trips a 
month to and from work. If he uptown and works downtown, he 
often goes for months without seeing such tourist lures as Fifth Avenue 
or Times Square. If both his apartment and his office building connect 
with subway stations, he may shuttle from home to office and back for 
days on end without ever poking his pallid nose into open air. 

A reasonably human and attrac person aboveground, the New 
Yorker reverts to the burrowing-animal type once he clatters down 
the subway steps. He develops a mole’s blindness to everyone around 
him, usually insulating himself with a newspaper. He shows a rat's dis- 
regard for sanitation by littering the subways with gum wads and candy 
wrappers (the city pays out $3,686,000 a year to pick them up). He 
displays a weasel’s cruelty in shoving and elbowing his way to seat or 
subway door, which last he does not hesitate to hold open (delaying a 
whole rush-hour train) until he has squeezed himself aboard.

cornerstone

M BARRETT sat down, half-aware of the 
applause from the crowd beyond the 
speakers’ platform. He had, he thought, done 
@ good job of introducing Mayor Phillips— 
who was to make the main speech at the laying 
of the cornerstone for the new public library. 
Tom glanced toward the mayor, now 
standing in his characteristic “publicspeaking” 
pose, and chuckled inwardly. He had heard 
Mayor Phillips orate before: “Citizens of Mill- 
vale. . . this great and auspicious occasion . . . 
dedicate with pride . . . beautiful new library 
- deeply honored.” Quite a character, the 
mayor, but a good man for the office. Con- 
scientious. Genuinely interested in making 
Millvale a better place in which to live. 
Today Mayor Phillips began: “My 
friends, I came here prepared to give the 
speech I generally give on such occasions—or 
one very much like it. But while Tom Barrett 
was talking a few minutes ago I got to think- 
ing about something—and I'll tell you about 
that instead.” 


‘The crowd quieted down. 


“I got to thinking,” the mayor went on, 
“that we all came out here today to dedicate a 
cornerstone—which, when you look at it in 
one way, is only a block of stone. 


“Sure, the cornerstone of the new library 
means great progress for Millvale. But it 
seems to me that we have other cornerstones 
in Millvale that deserve our recognition and 
tribute even more. 


“I'm referring to the people who form the 
foundation on which our town is really built— 
the people who often go through their whole 
lives doing good for others and yet never 
receive as much public recognition as that 
piece of stone over there. 


“I got to thinking that Tom Barrett is 
one of those ‘hidden cornerstones.’ For even 
though most of us know him—as a member of 
the school board and the man who headed up 
the fund-raising drive for this new library— 
very few people fully realize how much he has 
done for the town as a whole over the years. 


“Tom has helped hundreds of men—like 
myself—plan secure futures for their wives 
and families. By getting folks in town to take 
out life insurance, many widows are able to 
get along today without suffering hardship . . . 
many children are going to school who other- 
wise might not have gone . . . many older 
folks have ease instead of drudgery in their 
later years. 

“And so, before we get on with the new 
library, I'd like to suggest that we take time 
out, right here and now, to pay public tribute 
to that ‘cornerstone’ of our community sitting 
at my right...”

A Protestant’s Faith 


A famous clergyman recalls some moving wartime experiences and explains 
that the cornerstone of his belief is an acceptance of Christ’s divinity 


NLY a Christlike world will ever 

be a world of peace, and onl: 

Christ-like men and women will 
ever build a permanent security from 
the threat of war. It is as simple as that 
and, of course, as difficult. 

Nearly one half of America—approx- 
imately 70 million people—belongs to 
no religious group: Catholic, Protestant, 
Jewish or any of the smaller sects. In- 
difference, not intolerance, is the major 
problem of religion in the U.S. today. Re- 
cently a secular writer declared, “This 
country faces three alternatives—Prot- 
estantism, Roman Catholicism or paganism,” 
and he affirmed that either of the first two was 
infinitely to be preferred to the last. I propose a 
fourth—Christianity. 

Christianity is first of all a faith, not an in- 
stitution or even a way of life. It is a belief; and 
if ever again Christians believe hard enough they 
may accomplish in their time a world revolution 
as complete as that which followed the conver- 
sion of the Roman emperor Constantine in the 
4th Century. 

But Christianity is not just any faith. What 
you believe does make a difference, and it is here 
that the genius and uniqueness of Christianity 
lie, Christianity is faith in Jesus Christ as the 
Son of God. Theologically that faith is expressed 
in the phrase, ‘very God of very God,” or as the 
Apostles’ Creed has it, “Jesus Christ his only 
Son our Lord,” and the issue is the deity of 
Jesus. Dostoevski in The Possessed made one of 
his characters say that Christianity turns on one 
question and one alone: “Whether a man as a 
civilized being . . . can believe at all, believe, 
that is, in the Divinity of the Son of God, Jesus 
Christ, for therein rests, strictly speaking, the 
whole faith.” 

But when, as in some of the so-called Chris- 
tian churches today, Jesus Christ is stripped of 
His deity and becomes just “a good man,” how- 
ever great, He is left with less moral authority 
than Abraham Lincoln or Leo Tolstoy and in- 
finitely less than Buddha or Confucius. 

1 am a Protestant who passionately holds to 
his tradition and to the theological particulars 
of Protestantism. But I now face squarely the

fact that the unity of Roman Catholicism on 
the deity of Jesus puts me both in debt and in 
shame. Let us not blink the fact that in this re- 
gard the Roman Catholic Church has a faith 
that challenges the Protestant churches and 
cuts across the Protestant tradition of freedom. 
As a Protestant, I agree that under the Amer- 
ican Constitution the Roman Catholic Church 
has full right to propagate and proselytize for 
the Catholic faith, full right to win America to 
its belief—and the Roman Catholic Church is 
not bigoted when it does so. Equally under the 
Constitution, the Protestant churches have this 
same right, no more, and no less. Specifically and 
finally, they do not accept the authoritarian 
Roman Catholic position, and they are not big- 
ots when they reject it and strive to support, 
strengthen and unify their own faith. The Bigot 
is that low fellow who refuses to another what 
he claims for himself and who is forever shout- 
ing “bigot.” But there is something in com- 
mon beyond the particulars of each faith, some- 
thing immediate and imperative to all Chris- 
tians—our responsibility for the spiritual de- 
fenses of the nation and for, unyielding prog- 
ress toward an enduring world peace. In this 
atomic age the ultimatum presented to civi- 
lization is Christ or chaos, and Christians of 
whatever name or sign must be Christians first 
and always. 

Fortunately, within Protestantism today I 
see and feel a rising tide of return to Jesus Christ 
as “very God,” for Jesus Christ alone accom- 
plishes the new birth within me, redeems me and, 
through me, redeems the little world in which

I move. And here is the only formula 
that will save mankind. 

If the irreducible minimum of Chris- 
tianity is faithful acceptance of Jesus 
Christ as the Son of God, then specific. 
ally what does that mean to me? To me it 
means an experience. There are many 
particulars of my faith which I accept in- 
tellectually but which are not within the 
realm of my experience—for instance, 
the virgin birth. But I believe in immor- 
tality, in eternal life, because it has been 
a personal experience for me ever since a 
certain February morning in 1918. 

With an orderly I waited in the rain at the 
top of a communicating trench north of Toul in 
France. A platoon from a U.S, machine-gun com- 

any was coming out. The first lieutenant who 
Frought up the rear stopped to inquire the way to 
the nearest canteen. He was sick and fever burned 
in his tired face. “Tonsillitis,” he explained as he 
Jeaned on his stick, “and trenchfoot.” Then, pull- 
ing himself together, he stumbled on after hismen. 
When he had gone a very short distance a three- 
inch shell “let go” in the middle of his platoon. 
Hearing it coming, we flung ourselves flat in the 
mud. And then, at the screams of agony, we hurried 
to the wounded and dead. We looked after those 
who still needed the little we could do for them 
and gathered up the fragments of the others. 

There on that bloody highway of France I ex- 
perienced immortality. I knew that the lieuten- 
ant with the aching throat, the lad whose sick 
eyes had just looked into mine, the boy with whom 
Thad just talked was not in what I was picking 
up. I had not talked to that. But also I knew he 
was somewhere. I knew that there had been Au- 
thority enough to begin his life, to carry it from 
his mother’s womb to this awful end on a shell- 
scarred road of France. Short of immortality, I 
had the choice of just two conclusions: 1) either 
Creative Authority willed to leave that personal- 
ity there in the blood and muck, willed to end 
itin such a sorry fashion; or 2) the same Author- 
ity which could create was unable to continue, 
was helpless before the event, was without re- 
sources beyond that road in front of Toul. Either 
conclusion was to me unreasonable.

scattered body, or he went on. I knew then as I know now that he 
went on. It was not a debate, it was not an argument. It was an ex- 
perience. And I know that those whose forms I touch when only their 
forms remain, when to my touch there is no responsive pressure, 
have by a divine miracle survived. Also I know where to find them! 

To me the deity of Jesus Christ has become like that experience 
at Toul. To me He is God, my experience, and without Him I would 
have no God. 

As a boy I was afraid of God. I feared and even hated Him, I as- 

sociated Him with a picture in the 
family Bible—a bearded, angry man 
with a sword high above His head, 
driving two little people (Adam and 
Eve) before Him. To me God was then 
a particular person and such a per- 
son. But Jesus forgave: “Neither do I 
condemn thee: go, and sin no more.” 
Jesus gathered little children into His 
arms. Jesus crossed every social fron- 
tier and broke through the cries of 
“Unclean, unclean!” to heal the lep- 
ers. When I heard Jesus say to me, 
“Come and see,” and accepted that 
invitation, I said, “Now I know what 
God is like. He is like that!” Pres- 
ently a great light broke over me, and 
Iknew that Jesus had made God real 
to me, that in Jesus, God had come 
alive to me. To me Jesus is complete- 
ly God.

George Fox, a Methodist preach- 
er, was a decorated veteran of World War I, with a son in World 
War II. Clark Poling was our son, a graduate of a Quaker prepara- 
focy:sélicol who zt aside:paciBtma when lis discovered tat love 
for his fellow men could be as physically aggressive and forceful as 
it was when Jesus drove the money changers from the temple. 

These four were en route to Greenland on the troopship Dor- 
chester when on Feb. 3, 1943, just after midnight, their vessel was 
torpedoed. More than 600 men were lost, and there were less than 
300 survivors. Each of the chaplains was awarded the Purple Heart 
and the Distinguished Service Cross posthumously. The citation 
of each reads: 


For extraordinary heroism in connection with military opera- 
tions against an enemy of the United States. On the night of 3rd 
of February, 1943, a loaded troop transport was torpedoed, with- 
out warning, by an enemy submarine in the North Atlantic and 
began to sink rapidly. In the resulting confusion and darkness 
some men found themselves without life jackets and others be- 
came helpless through fear and the dread of plunging into the 
freezing water. These four chaplains heroically and calmly moved 
about the deck, encouraging the men and assisting them to aban- 
don ship. After the available supply of life jackets was exhausted, 
they gave up their own. They remained aboard ship and went 
down with it offering words of encouragement and prayers to the 
last. 


Grady Clark, a young engineer who was rescued after several 
hours in the water, described the event: ‘They quieted the panic, 
forced men ‘frozen’ on the rail toward the boats and over the side, 
helped men adjust life jackets and at last gave away their own. They 
themselves had no chance without life jackets. I swam away from 
the ship and turned to watch. The flares now lighted everything. 
The bow came up high and she slid under. The last I saw, the chap-

Each of the Dorchester chaplains had a dynamic loyalty to his 
particular faith. To each his vows of ordination were holy, and they 
were passionately held. Nowhere in America could four men be 
found more intense in their devotion 
to their own faiths. But these four be- 
came one in service, in sacrifice and 
dying. Standing shoulder to shoul- 
der, their arms linked and braced 
against the rail as the waters rose 
about them, each in the tradition of 
his faith prayed to God the Father of 
us all. Each was loyal to himself, but 
each had found a cause transcending 
all differences and divisions, even as 
their deed transcends all debate and 
arguments. 

At the corner of Broad and Berks 
streets in Philadel elphia, in the heart 
of Temple University, the Chapel of 
Four Chaplains is now being con- 
structed (p. 121). When completed 
it will be a memorial to the Dorches- 
ter chaplains, an interfaith shrine.

We have organized 
movement, we have united many Protestant denom- 
ns, we have gone about Christianizing the social order, each 
after his own pattern and plan. We have debated doctrine and litur- 
gical forms, and we have advised and even condemned the state 
men. Indeed we churchmen have had as many formulas for pea 
and world security as there are sects among us. But Jesus stands at 
the door and knocks, and we are talking so loudly that we cannot 
hear Him, “Behold I will make all things new,” He is saying, and He 
will do just that if we let Him in and then go out with Him, as did 
Peter and Paul and the rest, out to the ends of the earth and to the 
last extremities of man. 


Wesley’s “heart-warming experience” 


IHE Wesley revival of the 18th Century saved England from 

the horrors of the French Revolution and accomplished an even 
greater social revolt in Britain, That revival began in the soul of 
John Wesley himself after his “heart-warming experience” in Al- 
dersgate Street. The spiritual equivalent of that revival now, on a 
world scale, would be even more potent than the Marshall Plan or a 
Pa act, both of which I support. Without bloodshed, it would 
save the world from Communism. 

Bishop Fred Fisher once said, “It is not the business of Christian- 
ity to provide an organization for the world but to infuse the spirit 
of Christ into the organizations of the worl 

What then must a man, a nation or a 
to be Christian? 

First, the uniquen , must be acknowledged. 
‘The world has gone to the end of the trail with every other person, 
every other plan, every other program and has come upon disasters 
that have all but wrecked man. Man wants now the final word and 
an adequate leader. A half-god will not do. A materialistic theology 
has watered down the divinity of Jesus until, if it prevails furthe 
adequate authority and power will be drained from a so-called Chri 
tianit 

Second, what Jesus has to say must be accepted as practical and 
imperative here and now. The indifferent community giving Him a 
certain intellectual obeisance has brushed Him off as an impracti- 
cal visionary. But even more tragic, many churches and chu: 
men have gone right along with the community, so that the confli 
between Sunday worship and workday practices 
creased. Charles M. Sheldon once wrote a novel with the title 
His Steps: What Would Jesus Do? It is hardly as simple as that, for 
even if I knew specifically what Jesus would do in a particular situa- 
tion, I could not do it. Tam not Jesus. But I may become what the 
Pacific Islander who had been Christianized described himself as 
being—“‘a Jesus man.” Itis not “What would Jesus do?” but “What 
would Jesus have me do?” and always I may find the answer to that 
question. 

Individuals who have put the Christian ethic to work in their 
lives and in their business affairs have demonstrated success. We 
cite the Quakers of Pennsylvania. Certainly they are an example. 
But equally effective was the application of the Christian ethic by

the Pilgrims in New England, Roger Williams in Rhode Island, the 
Catholien i in Maryland and the Dutch in New Amsterdam when 
they received the Jews fror: Brazil. 

Jesus Christ has the answer, is the answer, for the individual, for 
the community, for the state, for the world. A Christlike 
would be a world at peace. Even as He accomplishes within the 
individual the great redemption He redeems society through re- 
deemed individuals. 

Third, the ideal must be put to work and the spirit must come 
alive in deeds. Faith in Christ as God must become a veritable pas- 
sion in those who determine now at whatever cost to follow Him. 

In July 1934 I was in Berlin and heard Hitler attempt to explain 
his “blood purge.” It was a night of terror. Following that “un- 
speakable” speech, I walked with two young friends under the lin- 
dens, They were members of the German Christian Endeavor Un- 
ion, a youth program that throughout the Hitler period remained 
adamant in its refusal to become Nazi. During the preceding week 
the executive committee of this group had met in Berlin and adopt- 
ed resolutions that under the circumstances were prophetic. They 
declared themselves loyal to the fatherland, ready to die in its de- 
fense, but they disagreed with the so-called Aryan clause, which 
would lift one race above all other races. They said, “To this we do 
not consent, It is not Christian.” And finally the resolutions closed 
with these heroic words, “At whatever cost we choose Christ.” 

One of the two men with whom I walked that night was a U: 
versity of Leipzig graduate who had been my interpreter on two 
previous visits to Germany. Ile explained the resolutions in detail, 
insisting that there was evidence that the Fiihrer was moving stead- 

“ily toward moderation, that having won his leadership he would 
now administer it without fanaticism and that presently all would 
be well. But when I insisted on an answer to my question, “If pres- 
ently all is not well, if this Aryan clause is made the test, if the pat- 
tern boldly outlined in Mein Kampf becomes Germany's policy, 
then what?” And then came the fateful answer, “Then, sir, at what- 
ever cost, we choose Christ.” 

The next day I left Berlin, I never saw my friend again, He died 
in a concentration camp, as did many of his associates. They saw it 
through, they kept their faith and, choosing Christ, followed Him 
to the death. Now, throughout Germany, their comrades, young 
men and young women, are putting their lives into the foundations 
of a new and democratic nation. 

In July 1946 I was flying back to the U.S. from Scotland by way 
of Iceland and the tip of Greenland. Shortly after the take-off from 
Reykjavik the captain of the plane came to me with a map and 
pointing to a cross off Greenland, he said, ‘It marks the Dorchester. 
When we reach that spot, we shall circle and dip and you will know.” 
But as we approached Greenland, fog came down and the ocean 
was blotted out. Under the sun and above another white and shore- 
less sea, we flew high above the North Atlantic. I was glad. It seemed 
altogether fitting that time and space, their oceans and their con- 
troversies, and the transport with the heroes it entombed should all 
be covered. The captain returned and said, “I am sorry, sir, but we 
shall circle and dip.” 

Presently the great ship lifted, then circled and dove into the fog. 
Twice she circled above the dark and faceless water, and then fling- 
ing the fog and mist from her mighty wings, she rose like a homing 
eagle into the sun. And there was light everywhere. “I am the light 
of the world,” Jesus s;
